N the ſolemn hour of humiliation, when through the whole ex- 
tent of theſe realms, we are all with one voice to implore the 


divine mercy, our reflections, if cver, ſhould be ſerious and devout. 


We are too well inſtructed to imagine that a formal compliance with _ 
authority, an exteriour of contrition however decently compoſcd, or 


any ſlight impreſſion of our unworthineſs, or any tranſicut and inef- 


ſectual ſorrow for our elfen can be accepted by him who * trieth 
« the reins and the heart *.“ If our preſent devotions are no more 


than theſe, let us at As further in the abominable ſacrifice, 
for * it is not ſuch a faſt that God hath choſen +.” In the ſervic 
of this day, we have heard it diſclaimed | in the utmoſt force and ful- 


neſs of expreſſion. 

But whether we are to be awakened to devout attention, or whe- 
ther the impreſſion of our preſent duty needs only to be aflitted and 
enhvened, I know no object worthier our preſent attention, than 


ſome aſtecting inſtance of God's dealing; with the children of men, 


and of the ways of his adorable provideuce, in confounding the pre- 


ſumption, and punithing the perverſcnets of a ſimple people. Such

is the tremendous object preſented in the text. Let it be attentively 
| conſidered : and the inſtruction to be derived from it will be found ob- 
vious and important. 

Hiſtory bears its evidence to the greatneſs of this people, on whom 
ye have heard the ſentence of deſtruction pronounced with ſuch ſo- 
lemnity. And it is deſcribed by the Prophets in terms of the ut- 
molt magnificence.— TYRE, „the crowning city, whoſe merchants _ 
are princes, and whoſe traffickers the honourable of the earth *:” 
who © heaped up filver as the duſt, and fine gold as the mire 4.”— 
Strong in the ſea, ſhe and her inhabitants, which cauſed their 
« terrour to be on all that haunt it . — Merchant of the people for 
many iſles,” —whoſe „ builders had perfected her beauty 8: — 
into whoſe boſom diſtant nations poured their vaſt confluence of 
wealth. The Eaſt ſupplied her luxurious indulgences: and from the 
Weſt was the << repleniſhed and made glorious ||.” Every pre- 
« cjous ſtone was her covering ++." Her ſong“ and her *harp,” 
and every inftrument of delight, and every ſplendid and every ex- 
quilite gratification was prepared in her.“ Her abundance, yet 
unexhauſted, “ filled many people; and kings were enriched with 
* the multitude of her riches 11.“ 
And this wealth and ſplendour were naturally attended by arts avid 
refinement, ſpeculation and knowledge. From early days was Tyre 
; diſtinguiſhed by philoſophical reſearches; and from her torch, the 

neighbouring people caught, and diffuſed the flame of ſcience. Com- 
mercial knowledge was her ſtrength; and political wiſdom her pecu- 
Har boaſt,—* Thou ſealeſt up the ſum, full of wiſdom and perfect 
in beauty $8,” faith the Lord. She modelled her political conſtitu- 
tion, ſhe improved, ſhe compleated it, fixed her ſeal of approbation

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on the all- accompliſhed frame; and pronounced it perfect in excel- 
lence, beautiful in arrangement, and wiſely and wonderfully adapted 
to the protection of her people. So that, agreeably to theſe notions 
of her own conſequence, the Prophet compares her to an object of 
the utmoſt reverence and magnificence, one of the Cherubim placed 
in the ſanctuary, in the midſt of gold and plowing gems, ſpreading 
abroad the majeſtic covering of its wings. 

But mark the intoxicating influence of this ſplendour and proſpe- 
rity, The heart“ of this people was * lifted up, becauſe of” 
their © beauty *,” their fair and flouriſhing condition; and this even 
to an hideous degree of pride and telf-tufficient confidence. Thou 
* haſt ſaid,” (ſuch is the word ot the Lord to her prince, the repre- 

ſentative of the whole ſtate,) I am a God, I ſit in the ſeat of God, 
in the midſt of the ſeas.” —I am the mighty one, and there is nonc 
to diſpute my dominion, or to controul my power. My arm hath. 
- wrought it, and my w iſdom hath eſtabliſhed it. 
And iniquity and oppreſſion were the oitspring of this pride. 
By the multitude of thy merchandize,” faith the prophet, © they 
& have filled the midſt of thee with violence + and © thou haſt 
« defiled thy ſanctuaries,“ the ſeats of thy glory and authority, « by 
« the multitude of thine iniquities f.—Thou * wat perfect in thy 
* ways from the day that thou waſt created $.” The original cha- 
racter of this people was marked with virtue and integrity. But 
theſe honourable diſtinctions were effaced by rapacious avarice, by 
frivolous vanity, by ſenſual pleaſure, by the long t train, of depraved 
affections attendant on enormous wealth. 

And with the depravity of their hearts, the wiſdom of this people, 
that wiſdom which they boaſte d, became depraved and corrupt. 
Their philoſophy flattered the ow: and ee of man; or

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taught him to deny the ſuperintendence of the Ficn and Hof. v 
oN E; to aſcribe all this harmonious order, and majeſtic frame of 
things to chance; depriving virtue of its moſt anunating motives, 
and difarming thoſe terrours which ever thould attend on vice. Nor 
18 it nde to ſuppoſe that her political wiſdom alſo muſt 
have been vitiated by the pride of proſperity. The iplendid and ele- 

vated, whether in public or private life, communities or individuals, 
arc tempted to forget that equality in which God hath formed all his 
creatures, and hence to reaſon on the rights of others and their own, 
with partiality and predilection to theruſelves; to regard the preſent 
bleflings of Providence, as their own pecuhar and excluſive privi- 
ledge; and to deny to others what they themſelves acknowledge to 
| be effential to man's happineſs. And their pride, thus dictating to 
their reaſon, naturally rendered them what the Prophet calls “the 
* pricking brier, and che gricving thorn, of all that were round 5 
*6 about them 


But whatever were the effocts of their int lende a le ien in 
general we know that they muſt have been abominable, from the 
ſentence denounced agnoſt this offending e make 
thee a deſolate city 1. — Thou “ ſhalt be built no more. Thou 
« ſhalt never be found again,” but “become a barren rock,” and 
a place to ſpread nets upon q. And the traveller of preſent times 
beholds the dreadfully exact and literal accompliſhment of this ſen- 
tence, A few miſerable habitations of thoſe who ſpread their nets 
have at this day uſurped the ſeat of iplendour and magnificence, | 
the glory and the terrour of the antient world. 

Again,—the deſtruction of this people was for tremendous exam- 
ple. — I will caſt thee to the ground ; I will lay thee before kings, 
$6 that they Fong behold thce d:“ that the 88 ones of the earth,

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beholding the fall of the exalted, might ſtand in awe, and liſten to 
the admonition of this affecting ſpectacle; be not high-minded, 
but fear; for if God fpared not the proud and the oppreſſor, take 
© heed that he alſo ſpare notthes: 
For this purpoſe it is, (as we are repeatedly ured) that the pro- 


vadence, of the Almighty ordereth the affairs of nations; that his arm 
is ſtretched out to purge away their droſs* ;” that “ the day of. 
„ the Lord of Hoſts fhall be upon every one that is proud and lofty, 
and upon every one that is lifted up+;” that he may remove the 
weil, and. diſpel the cloud which hides the divinity from the cyes of 
the carthly-minded, in the uſual courſe of their purſuits ; that by 
his viſitations he may ſtrike terrour to the licart of the inattentive 
and ſecure, check the dangerous carcer of inſolence and oppreſſion, 
and make the exalted fee! that 8 the moſt High raleth 1 in the Ring 
« dom of men }.” | 
Were the inſtances of ſuch ſuperintendence "ROE only i in the Jew-. 
| iſhnation, we might be told that this people were governed by extraor- 
dinary interpoſitions, from which we can deduce no conſequences 
with reſpect to other ſocieties. And yet we find the moſt fearful 
denunciations againſt this people, cloſed with a general ſentence on: 
every oftending people under heaven. « Wherelvever the carcaſe is“ 
ſaith our Lord,—in whatever place or nation the Jewiſh corrup- 
tions may prevail, and the objects of God's wrath be found, —“ thi- 
ther will the eagles. be gathered together F—there will be found 
the miniſters of God's juſtice and of his “ fury poured out,, 
ſurely as the bird of prey darts on its appointed quarry.— And. Ta 
we ſee this awful declaration confirmed in God's word, by various 
inſtances of his righteous judgments, extending over various ſocieties,

planting and plucking up, according to the ſecret order of his pro- 
vidence ; what are we to conclude, or what inſtruction ſhould we 
deduce from the things written for our inſtruction, but that momen- 
tous truth, at this day to be received with fear and reverence, that 
in theſe latter times „ his hand is not ſhortened *;“ but that in his 
juſtice as well as in his mercy, he is * the fame yeſterday, and to- 
day, and for ever +?” 8 

Or if there be creatures ſo infatuated, that they will not Adee 
the great ruling agent in the courſe of worldly events, it is now no 
time to encounter their perverſeneſs. We know that nature, and 
the cauſes and effects of nature, are no other than the works of the 
Lord, appointed and directed to the purpoſes of his wiſe and gracious 
providence. We know and are aſſured that the winds are his meſ- 
ſengers, the fire his miniſter; that he faith to the“ ſword. go 
through the land 4,“ that he“ killeth and maketh alive Sg,” that 
he „ bringeth down them that dwell on high, giveth power to the 
« faint, and encreaſeth ſtrength to them that have no might];“ 
that the hearts of kings++” are in his hand, and e the madneſs 
« of the people” under his direction and controul. 

Thus perſuaded, and thus inſtructed by the declarations and ex- 
amples of God's wrath on the offending, can we of theſe nations 
hefitate a moment to acknow ledge, that at this day the os ee 
of the Almighty « are in the earth {7 ! * Do we believe his word, 
and can we deem this the language + ſuperſtition? Can we be con- 
tented to confine our regards to the wretched objects that immediate 
ly ſurround us? to enquire, to ſpeculate, to reaſon upon public 
ev 'ents ? to trace them to theſe ſources, to theſe devices, to theſe

counſels? to arraign or to defend the ſuppoſed authors or occaſions 
of our diſtreſs? Alas, we have heard too much of invective, accu- 
ſation, and conteſt. How long, O Lord, holy and true* !“ — 
ſhall internal diflention rage for ever, and our own infatuations fill 
up the meaſure of thy wrath ?—We, my brethren, are, for the moſt 
part, happily removed from the ſtorms of public contention. The 
leaders and exalted agents in our national tranſactions may be di{- 
tracted, and agitated, and inflamed. But we have leifure, and are, I 
truſt, dif] poſcd to hearken to * the rod and him that hath appoint- 
e. with a compoſed and devout attention. And manifeſt 
are the marks of his diſpleaſure ; aud Powerful the voice of his ad- 
monition. 


His wonders of old time ſhould be recorded in our hearts; and 
tus bleſſings to theſe nations held in everlaſting remembrance. He 
reſcued, he defended, he directed us, he granted us the bleſſings of 

a free and equal government, and the ineſtimable enjoyment of pure 
religion; he drove back our enemies, he enlarged our borders. 
Britain was the joy of the whole carth. People the moſt diſtant 
bowed before her: nations the moſt opulent did her ſervice. She 
was © repleniſhed and made glorious.” But thou, O Lord, haſt 
again hidden thy face, and we are troubled ! The arm of the child 
is lifted againſt the parent, and they of our own kindred and lan- 

guage have turned their eyes from “ the rock when-e” they © are 
« hewn .“ W ar, and clamour, and animoſity, are our portion: in 
our councils diviſion, in our ſtreets complaint, in our houſes mourn- 
ing; hunger and nakedneſs (here more eſpecially in our own af- 
flicted borders) clamouring for relief; poverty and calamity uttering 

their piercing cries ; hideous impatience for rapine and bloodſhed ; 
the cruelty of deſpair, the bling er of i ; the melaucholy ne-

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I ceſſiry of public juſtice, the outrageous defiince of its utmoſt ſeve- 

| rity ; the perpetual dread of violence, and life of terrour and ſuſpi- 
cion and anxious precaution, as if we had no civil union, no laws 
for our protection, as if this country were driven back by her dif- 
trefles to the barbarity of antient times, and the impatience of her 
children were ready to renew the days of outrage and deſolation. 

But not to dwell on the peculiar viſitations of our own unhappy 
land, let us extend our views, as our affections ſhould be extended, 
to our fellow- ſubjects. We know, and it is not the voice of faction 
which now calls us to acknowledge, with what confidence in the 
arm of fleſh, we ſcoffed at the firſt appearance of hoſtility in the re- 
volting colonies. Too nearly retembling the great city deſcribed by 
the Prophet, we ſeemed to“ ſet our hearts as the heart of God “.“ 

Who could reſiſt our might, or who could queſtion our juriſdiction? 
The ſpirits of the rebellions were to melt as wax, and the preſump- 
tion of the gainſayers, at our approach, was to die within them. 
We called them weak; we felt them powerful: we talked of ſubdu- 
ing; we found reſiſtance and defiance. In our pride we dictated | 
ſubmiſſion; with equal and perhaps no leſs dangerous pride, they 
renounced all connexion. Here, our mighty men could boaſt but of 
{ome imperfect advantages; there, our menaces were confounded, 
and our vaunting turned to diſgrace, We looked for ſuceefs, and be- 
hold a ſnare; ; for victory, and the n mercy of our adverſaries was our 
refuge. Another enemy watched the moment of our diſtreſs, de- 
viſed how we might be brought low, prepared, avowed her hoſtili- | 
ties, inlued to tlie conteſt, ſhrunk from Our aſſault, and boaſted of 
victory. While our foes exulted, we were troubled: our painful 


anxiety could not be concealed. And if our native coaſts have not 
been inv aded, we have — and devouring enemies in the midſt 
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of us; diſſention, and clamour, and jealouſy, and mutual accuſa- 
tion; corruption and profligacy beyond the example of former days; 
obſtinacy and indifference, and unrelenting defiance of God's righ- 
teous judgments.---Such are ** the ſigns of the times. 
But when we ſpeak of national corruption, ſhall we not be told, 

with triumphant ſcorn, that this is the formal language ot our place 
and profeſſion, the endlels repetition of an exhauſted topic, caſy to 
be refumed, but diſguſting to the judicious and refined ?---Corrupt- 
ed is the judgment, and contemptible the refinement, that reje& the 
voice of truth and freedom. In this place, and on this occaſion, 
' ſhall the miniſter of God's word fear to offend the faſtidious and af- 
fected? to provoke the pride not yet tubdued, or to encounter the 
{corner who © heareth not rebuke+?” Shall he, who is to bear teſti- 
mony againſt every tranſgreſſion, ſpeak „ ſmooth things,” to the 
diſſolute exceſſes of our lower orders, to the indifference and infen- 
ſibility of their immediate ſuperiours, to the prevailing detiance of 
every religious motive, and contempt of every ſacred truth, the 
ſcorn of every moral principle, and the licentiouſneſs fo headftrong, 
and fo ſhamefully undifguiſed, which have rendered the -xalted o 
our people vile in the fight of God and man ? 
But the ſtrongeſt deſcriptions of our danger, and the ſevereſt re- 
preſentations of our guilt, that at this hour are heard in any of our 
religious allemblics, cannot mean to inſult our diſtreſs, or to de- 
nounce the fulneſs of God's inevitable wrath ag, ainſt us. There is 
no authority to cry out in the inſpired language, © Yet forty day: 
and Nineveh ſhall be overthrown d.“ And in vail is the word of 
exhortation ſounded in our ears, if there be no hope, no expeRation, 
but a fearful looking-for of judgment, temporal and eternal. No,

my Brethren! The power that raiſed, can allay our ſtorms, the 
goodneſs that delivered may again reſtore us, and the long-ſuffering 
that hath ſpared may ſtill lead us to repentance. Impiety and ini- 
quity have been our chaſtiſement ; but, enormous as they may be, 
God forbid that they ſhould become our deſtruction! As indivi- 
duals, the things which belong to our peace are not yet hidden 
from our eyes. As a people, we truſt, (and O that this truſt were 
fixed on the firmeſt baſis!) that God hath not yet utterly taken 
away from us © the ftay and the ſtaff, the mighty man, and 
the man of war, the prudent, the counſellor, and the: eloquent 
orator *.“ | 


Let us even indulge the hope, that nnn and diſtreſs 
have been our inſtructors; and that at this day ſome promiſing in- 
dications of a moderate and equitable temper may be found among 
We ſeem to feet and confeſs that the iſſues of war are precari- 
The firſt ſudden rage of indignation and diſdain hath ſubſided: 
a the devices of our counſellors have been to reſtore and conciliate; 
and to re-eſtabliſh peace on terms of conceſſion and compliance: 
We have ſeen the firſt dawniugs of a dif} poſition to undo the heavy 
burdens, and to let the oppreſſed go free +.” The burden of this 
our country, which hath ſuſtained its burden without repining, and 
fcarcely with complaint, hath been viewed, not without a kind 
regard. It ſecms to be acknowledged, that equity and policy call 
loudly to invigorate this part of the empire, whoſe vigour hath 
been miferably exhauſted by the preſent quarrel ; and by a reaſon- 
able and neceflary extenſion of our commerce to reward our at- 
tachment, and enable us to indulge our affection to the parent-ſtate, 
by an effecval aſfiſtance in time of need. And blefled be the advo- 
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E 
cates for ſo generous a policy! and bleſſed be thoſe who are fo wis; 
and ſo JUST as to ſapport it! . 
But whatever may be hoped from thoſe in ſtation and authority; 
ſhould their influence and example be directed to diffuſe a general 
' ſpirit of equity and moderation, of humbleneſs and ſingleneſs of 
heart; ſhould they determine wiſely, and labour zcaloufly, to ſtem 
the torrent of corruption, and to ſupport the cauſe of God ; ſtill, let 
it be duly weighed, that national reformation, and all its atten- 
dant bleſſings, are derived only from the united efforts of every in- 
dividual. Nor is there an individual among us, of whatever order 
or condition, who is not bound to lay this ſeriouſly to heart. 
Public diſtreſſes are the warnings of an all-gracious parent, not to 
nations only, but to each particular, recalling him from the errour 
of his ways, that in the great day of retribution he may be able 
to ſtand before the Son of Man. He then who contemplates the 
diſpenſations of the Lord, and his wonders of old time, who conſi- 
ders the preſent tokens of his diſpleaſure, and profeſſes to humble 
himſelf before that Majeſty he hath offended, muſt approve the 
ſincerity of this humiliation, unleſs he obſtinately embraces the 
portion of the hypocrite, Let him © turn to him that ſmiteth;“ 
and he ſhall find the bitter waters of calayury at once made ſwect 
and falutary. 


We now prepare to offer up our ſupplications to the throne of 
grace, that God would © take from us all hardneſs of heart, al! 
1 neglect of his ordinances, and contempt of his word; and endue 
aus with a ſpirit of piety and devotion, a ſpirit of juſtice and 
« temperance, of humility and charity, and of all other graces. 
* which adorn the Chriſtian profeſſion. —If this be not the peti- 
tion of a deeply contrite heart, how ſhould the mocker of the 

Almughty tremble at his i preſuraption ! He cannot fav.

«1 was not duly attentive, I did not conſider the full weight and 
* conſequence of this petition :* for he is now warned of its ſolemn 
import, and the diſpoſition with which it ſhould be uttered. Let 
not then even our © prayer become fin *. That „ accurſed thing +,” 
which is harboured in t the breaſt of every one among us, muſt be 
put away. Let it lie no * rankling to our deſtruction: let it 
be expelled and excluded, 


They who hear me this day, 1 truſt, 8 not imbibed the fall 
infection of our national vices. God forbid we had here to encoun- 
ter the hardened defiance and profligate contempt of every moral 
and religious principle ! Many among us are diſtinguiſhed rather by 
inattention and indifference, than by a deliberate rejection of God's 
law. But their inattention muſt be obſtinate indeed, and their in- 

difference horridly obdurate, if they reſiſt the forcible denunciations 
of God's wrath, as well as the affecting invitations of his mercy. 
Self-enjoyment, and diſſipation, and pleaſure, principally criminal 
in its circunattances and exceſs, may have hitherto ſeduced us. In 
the day of proſperity it might be deemed an over-righteous rigour, 
to inveigh aginft the curious adornments of the perſon, the ſtudied 
' elegance of our dwellings, and ſplendour of our ſocieties. But ſuch 
purſuits are more hideous than frivolous, when the ſtorm of general 
calamity cannot fuſpend them; when it is loud and dreadtul amidſt 
all the uproar of vice and folly; when it no longer threatens at a 
_ diſtance, but hath burſt with its full tary upon our own heads; 
when, in every part of our own afflicted country, ten thouſands and 
twenty thouſands how for the calanutics of war in hunger and 
nakedneſs; when this City, the ſeat of what W call opulence, 
litteth ““ as a widow” ſuffering the daily $6: laſs of children t,” and

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tortured with the cries of thoſe who have not yet funk under tlie 
oppreſſion of poverty and deſpair. 

Is this a time for ſelf-enjoyment, for gaicty and pleaſure? for 
careleſo indifference, and wanton ſecurity ? Within, and without 
us, and on every fide, are our inſtructors. They recall us to ſerious. 
and ſolemn attention, with a voice loud and forcible, like ** the 
noiſe of many waters “.“ If our hearts be not as the rock, and every 
ſocial and religious aſfection utterly extinguiſhed within us, let us 
not reſiſt the awful admonition. Let us “ break off” our fins by 
„ righteouſneſs, and” our „ iniquitics, by ſhewing mercy to the 
poor +.” Far from ſtriving with our Maker, let our ſtriwing be 
for his gracious benediction. So ſhall everlaſting joy be our Nene 
ritance, and our portion in this life, peace. 

And for our * brethren and companions” ſake ,“ for the ſake of 
thoſe endeared to us by every bond of affection, © becauſe of the 
* houſe of the Lord” and the free enjoyment of that holy light 
of religion not yet extinguiſhed in our land, let us ſeek the good, 
and pray for the peace of our Jeruſalem. For hereunto are we 
called by our Chriſtian profeſſion. And that gracious Being, who is 
| flow to anger, will hear the prayer of thoſe who truly turn to 
him. He will anſwer, Fear thou not, for I am with thee; be not 
« diſmayed, for I ara thy God &.” „Every one ſhall help his neigh- 
« hour, and every man fay to his brother, be of 0 courage ||.” 
We ſhall have “ counſel and ſtrength. for war ++.” And when the 
_ unnatural alliance formed againſt us ſhall prove the reed of Egypt, 
and wound the hand that graſped | it, © the envy of Ephraim” (let 
us not refign the hope) ſhall, ** even yet, depart, and the adverſa- 
ries of Judah be cut off : en hall not envy Judah, aud

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% Judab ſhall not vex Ephraim * :” the ſeparated ſhall unite, and 
the diſcordant become reconciled : the enemies of peace ſhall be 
confounded, the pride of the gainſayer brought low, and brethren 
_ dwell in unity together. And in the mouths of all his ſaints, God 
ſhall put a ſong of thankſgiving.——* O Lord, I will praiſe thee ; 
« though thou waſt angry with me, thine anger is turned away, 
and thou comforteſt me 4.“ 


If creatures, polluted and corrupted as we are, can preſume to lift 
our eyes to thy pe nas Grant this ineſtimable bleſſing, thou 
God of mercy! To our earthly ſovereign, and to all who ſtand 
near his throne, to all of ſtation and authority, to all entruſted 
with the public intereſts, grant a full portion of thy alliſting ſpirit, 
that „ ſpirit of wiſdom and underſtanding, of counſel and might, 
„of knowledge and fear of the Lord f !'————And to all thy 
people grant, that “ the courſe of this world may be ſo + peaceably 
ordered by thy governance, that thy Church may joyfully ſerve thee 
in all godly quictneſs, ——cven to that day, when ftrife and war 
ſhall ceaſe, when God ſhall wipe away all tears, and ſorrow and. 


crying and pain ſhall be no more, and death be ſwallowed up in 


Victory, through Chriſt Jeſus our Lord!
